NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

HOLDING  SWINE  FOR  FURTHER  OBSERVATION  AND  TAKING  OF  TEMPERATURES. 

When  swine  are  presented  for  ante-mortem  inspection  under  the  meat-inspection 
regulations  and  only  a  part  of  the  lot  show  a  temperature  of  106°  F.  or  higher,  and  the 
owner  or  agent  requests  that  the  animals  with  high  temperatures  he  held  for  further 
observation  and  taking  of  temperatures,  those  animals  of  the  lot  which  show  a  tempera- 
ure  lower  than  106°  F.  need  not  he  held  but  should  be  permitted  to  proceed  to  slaughter 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  regulations  applicable  to  such  animals. 
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REPORTING  PRODUCTS  PREPARED  FROM  MEATS  PASSED  FOR  STERILIZATION. 

Until  revised  forms  are  printed,  the  following  changes  should  be  made  on  the  present 
forms  covering  the  handling  of  meats  passed  for  sterilization.  On  M.  I.  Form  124-A 
insert  the  words  "and  other"  between  the  words  "Canned"  and  "product,"  so  that 
it  will  read:  "Canned  and  other  product,"  from  meats  passed  for  sterilization.  On 
M.  I.  Form  110  make  the  heading  to  read  "Product  sterilized."  On  M.  I.  Forms  140 
and  140-A,  change  the  headings  to  read,  "Removed  for  sterilization."

INDORSEMENT    OF   MALLEIN-TEST    CERTIFICATES   ISSUED   BY   REGIS- 
TERED  VETERINARIANS. 

The  registration  of  practicing  veterinarians  with  the  bureau  is  in  accordance  with 
a  provision  of  the  regulations  of  the  Canadian  Department  of  Agriculture  governing 
the  entry  of  horse  stock  into  that  country,  and  is  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  such 
veterinarians  to  apply  mallein  tests  and  to  issue  certificates  eligible  for  indorsement 
by  a  bureau  inspector.  "Registered  veterinarians  are  not  authorized  by  the  bureau 
to  apply  mallein  tests  to  horse  stock  intended  for  interstate  shipment,  or  to  apply 
tuberculin  tests  to  cattle  for  any  purpose,  and  certificates  of  such  tests  issued  by 
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registered  veterinarians  are  not  eligible  for  indorsement  by  bureau  inspectors.  All 
export  shipments  of  dairy  or  breeding  cattle  must  pass  a  satisfactory  tuberculin  test 
by  an  inspector  of  this  bureau  as  required  by  amendment  1  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  139. 
Certificates  of  ophthalmic  mallein  test  issued  by  a  registered  veterinarian  for  horse 
stock  intended  for  shipment  to  Hawaii  may,  as  in  the  case  of  certificates  to  accom- 
pany similar  shipments  to  Canada,  be  indorsed  by  a  bureau  inspector.

REPORTING  VIOLATIONS  OF  28-HOUR  LAW. 

Inspectors  in  charge  are  directed  to  render  reports  on  the  F.  I.  59  forms  covering 
all  interstate  shipments  of  live  stock  arriving  apparently  in  violation  of  the  28-hour 
law,  in  which  the  animals  have  been  confined  in  the  cars  beyond  the  period  of  28  houis, 
where  no  request  was  made  for  the  extension  of  time  of  confinement  to  36  hours,  and 
beyond  the  period  of  36  hours  where  request  for  such  extension  was  made  in  proper 
form.  The  effect  of  these  instructions  is  to  provide  at  all  bureau  stations  a  uniform 
method  of  reporting  violations  of  the  28-hour  law  and  the  forwarding  of  reports  of  all 
shipments  where  the  animals  are  confined  beyond  the  statutory  period. 
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PUBLICATIONS  IN  FEBRUARY. 

[The  bureau  keeps  no  mailing  list  for  sending  publications  to  individual  employees,  but  publications 
are  sent  in  bulk  to  inspectors  in  charge  for  distribution  to  members  of  their  forces.  'The  number  of  copies 
varies  with  the  subject  or  nature  of  the  publication  and  the  number  and  class  of  employees.  For  example, 
in  the  case  of  a  publication  on  a  veterinary  subject,  sufficient  copies  are  sent  for  the  veterinarians.  Inspec- 
tors in  charge  will  use  their  judgment  and  distribute  publications  to  best  advantage.  Additional  copies 
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
